REORGANIZATION OF SWEDISH COMMUNISTS 


Tne first indications of a reorganization of the Swedish Communist Party 
were noted at the beginning of 1952- Alex Jansson, the former leader of the 
Swedish Communist Youth who had been In Norrbotten, was sent to Karlskrona 
.and to 3 of or e. to set up or reorganize cells. At Bofors he was assisted by 
Ha listens son, who had come from Jdssefors. Gdsta Kempe of Karlstad and Gunnar 
Adolf sson of Malattj both former deputies, were sent to the naval shipyards m 
Gtfteborg for the same purpose . Adolf sson was replaced at Malmd by 3ror 

previously an associate of Frltjof Lager, the secretary-general of 
the party. At C-dt*borg, a thorough purge in the party of activists suspected 
of Titoism took place. 

The reorgamzat ion finally reached the top of the party and m March 
Fritjcf Lager was replaced as secretary-general by Erik Karlsson, an Intel - 
lectv-al vno hold» little prestige among the activists. This measure was un- 
doubtedly taken to permit Lager to occupy himself more directly with th*. labor 
ur.iCtir, where- he has maintained a greater influence than any other Communist 
..e ad- ; .
